That such a public house 1s needed 
(and it should be located on the Hill 
to take the place of the old Phillips 
Mansion House), no one doubts. Why 
it has been so long delayed in rebuild- 
ing is the question everyone asks. 
That such a public accommodation is 
needed everyone will acknowledge who 
is at all conversant with the present 
accommodations in Andover for a tran- 
sient stop over hight or a more ex- 
tended stay of a few days. 

And when the question arises, where 
can I find a comfortable, commodious 
home for a sojourn of a few weeks or 
Andover? echo answers,

Now I would suggest that the citi- 
zens of Andover —its business men,

Ido not see anything 
in the way to prevent the trustees from 
putting up such a building and then 
lease it tosome practical, enterprising 
landlord such as they formerly had in 
the old Mansion House. The old brick 
printing house adjoining the Mansion 
House property was built about the 


~ year 1832 and leased by the trustees 


to the firm of Flagg, Gould & Newman 
for the printing and publishing busi- 
ness. And at that time they published 
the Journal of Humanity, the first tem- 
perance paper printed in New Eng- 
land.

Americanism in the Publie Schools. 


The rising tide of American senti- 
ment isto be hailed with delight; for 
there was enough need of real Ameri- 
can spirit after.the long period of indif- 
ference and self-depreciation which 
followed the ardors of the war. This 
new Americanism is to be deepened 
till it shall have force enough to carry 
the vast immigrant population pouring 
upon us. True Americanism is devo- 
tion tothe highest interests of America, 
It is therefore not national conceit, nor 
national bumptiousness, nor national 
selfishness. America has climbed be- 
yond these semi-civilized qualities, and 
stands as a protest against them among 
the nations. The real Americanism is 
more than exultation over space and 
numerousness; it is recognition that 
America is another name for Opportu- 
nity; opportunity for the realization of 
justice; opportunity for the free use 
of all native powers; opportunity for 
the rounded development of every in- 
dividual. Americanism also means the 
sense that American rights involve 
duties; the duty of each citizen to see 
that self-government is not a farce, but 
a truth; the duty to base legislation on 
moral principle; the duty to make 
America the mighty friend to all ‘na- 
tions,

Monday night about 9 o'clock, as the 
writer and one or two others were stand.

A Successful Pastorate.

Funeral Thieves, 

Criminals have as many grades ot 
respectability among themselves as 
has the moral portion of the com- 
munity. They, too, have their Four 
Hundred, their upper ten, their mid. } 
dle grade lawbreakers, and then the 
very dregs of the thieving class. And 
way down in the scale, beneath the 
contempt of even the humble bu 
glar, the lowly pickpocket, and the 
contemptible hatrack sneak, stands, 
lone and forsaken by all evildoers, 


, the ‘‘funeral thief.” 


The ‘funeral thief” is the poltroon 
of the criminal classes. Little con- 
science as most thieves possess, he 
possesses the least. He shrinks from 
no desecration. No superstition 
causes him to recoil. He robs the 
living as they weep over the dead. 
Few criminals would stoop to so low 
a crime; consequently there are not 
many funeral thieves. But what 
few there are are active. 

Their method of work is extremely 
simple, Usually they go in pairs; 
sometimes there are three or four to- 
gether. Early in the morning they 
scan the death columns of the news- 
papers. From the announcements 
of funerals for the day they make up 
They “select those 
where the victims of the grim reaper. 
were men of about their own age. 
They visit the home where the partly 
open cask is resting while friends 
gaze at the features of the departed. 
Their right to be present is never 
questioned; they are taken, as a 
matter of course, for friends of the 
dggd. They pass the coffin, pausing 
for a few moments in pretended 
tearful contemplation of the cold 
features, and in the slight jam that 
is sure to follow such a pause—and 
while many mourners are~in tears— 
the thieves abstract the pocketbooks 
of all within their reach. Women 
are their subjects, and if tears are 
not plentiful the thieves will them- 
selves pretend to weep. This is sure 
to prove effectual. 

Thus do these ‘funeral thieves” 
work. It does not take them long to 
go through the pockets of half a 
dozen persons, and then they are off 
to the next house on the list, where 
the mode of operation is repeated. 
No wonder other thieves regard them 
with contempt.—Chicago Tribune.

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SWEENEY GIVES UP. 


STRIKE OF THE BUFFALO SWITCH- 
MEN IS DECLARED OFF. 


fhe Battle Was Unequal and Was Only 
Given Up After a Uard Struggle— 
Governor Flower Issues a Warning, 


BuFFALO, Aug. 25.—After the confer- 
ence with executives of other railway or- 
ganizations, Grand Master Sweeney and 
Local Master Moriarty of the Switch- 
men’s union called together the members 
of the committee that has been conduct 
ing the strike shortly before 11 o’clock 
last night. The statement of the end of 
the strike was made verbally by the grand 
master as follows: 

“The duly authorized committee have 
declared the strike off at midnight and 1 
have sanctioned their decision. Five hun- 
dred and fifteen switchmen cannot cope 
with twelve big railway corporations and 
8000 militia and succeed. We have made 
a strong fight and have lost.” 

Asked if he had anything to say in re- 
gard to the failure of the other organiza- 
tions to cometothe aid of the switch- 
men, Sweeney replied: ‘‘Let them speak 
for themselves; I have nothing further to 
say.” 

As other questions were about to be 
asked Mr. Sweeney, a member of the 
committee with whom the grand master 
had been consulting, created a-small-sized 
sensation by saying: “I want to say right 
here that the brakemen, trainmen and 
firemen refused to give usany help. My 
name is Barrett and you can say I said 
so.” 

During this brief but emphatic speech, 
Mr. Sweeney and others tried to keep the 
indignant brother quiet, but he had his 
say. 

As soon asthe news of the end of the 
strike began to spread over the city, there 
was general rejoicing. The immediate 
withdrawait of the troops is not expected, 
as it will take more or less time for a 
restoration of quiet and a cessation of the 
guerilla-like attacks to which the non- 
union men and soldiers have been sub- 
jected.

ALBANY, Aug. 25.—A proclamation has 
been issued by Governor Flower stating 
that, in view of the continued attempt at 
destruction of property and malicious in- 
terference with the running of railroad 
trains in certain sections of the state, he 
deems it his duty to direct the attention 
of the people of the state to provisions of 
the penal code relating to such offenses, 
and offers a reward of $100 to be paid 
upon the arrest and conviction of each 
person who shall, during the next thirty 
days, violate any of the ‘provisions of the 
penal code relating to steam railroads, 


CONDITION OF CROPS 


As Reported by Correspondents, of The 
New England Homestead, 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 25.—Special 
reports to The New England Homestead 
reveal a general shortage in the onion 
crop. The crop of cucumbers for pickles 
has an increased area and a fair crop of 
celery is promised. Early cabbage will 
not make over three-fourths of the usual 
supply. ‘Uhe great crop of -beans last 
year caused a reduced acreage this season, 
on which plants are not in che best condi- 
tion owing torust. An enormous falling 
off in acreage and yield of lima beans is 
reported from California. The supply of 
tomatoes will not be as great as last year. 


Winter squashes will be in light supply, | 


but turnips, beets and parsnips promise 
the usual production and range of values, 
The first returns on the potatocrop show 
the acreage to be somewhat less than last 
year.

OLD GLOUCESTER’S FETE, 


The Qunarto-Millenium Celebration itn 
Full Swing in the Quaint Town. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Aug, 25.—The large 
crowd of visitors in town has been greatly 
augmented and the streets are filled with 
sight-seers. The firemen’3 parade was 
witnessed by thousands of people. The 
procession was probably the longest ever 
seen in Essex county. 

It is estimated that fully 25,000 strangers 
are in the city. The visitors are from all 
parts of the country and Canada. All 
precaution has been taken by the local 
authorities to protect the welfare of 
every one and guard against accidents. 

The literary exercises of the anniversary 
were held in a mammoth tent at Stage 
Fort. The exercises opened with music 
by Baldwin’s Boston Cadet orchestra, fol- 
lowed by prayer, offered by Rev. James C. 
Parsons, and then by the singing of Kel- 
ler’s American hymn by a large chorus. 
The introductory -address was. delivered 
by Hon. Asa G.. Andrews, mayor of 
Gloucester. An. original ode, ‘‘Wake, 
Fair City,’’ by James Davis, was then 
sung by the chorus to the tune of ‘Hail 
Columbia,” 

The choice of Rev. J. L. R. Trask, D. D;, 
of Springfield to deliver the oration on 
such an occasion as the 250th anniversary 
of the incorporation of Gloucester was in- 
deed a happy one, and the orator did his 
subject full justice, Rev. Mr. Trask dwelt 
at some length on the early career of the 
town, rehearsing the struggles of the 
earlier settlers and continuing down in 
her history to the present.

Boston, Aug. 25.—In view of the rapid 
spread of cholera in Europe, the custom 
house authorities of Boston have issued 
an order that no rags shall be landed from 
any European port until examinations are 
made in each case, in order to be assured 
that they did not come from any cholera 
infected district,until they are thoroughly 
fumigated in.» manner prescribed by the 
department, It will be easy enough to 
guard .against rags being shipped here 
from infected districts; but the authori- 
ties say that it will not be so easy to tell 
from what localities the rags have been 
gathered before they arrive at the ship- 
ping port. <A great deal, they say, will 
depend on the United States consuls at 
the various ports, as they will expected to 
use the greatest vigilance in ascertaining 
the localities from which the rags have 
been gathered,

The Amber Mines of the Baltic.

These pines formed 
forests thousands of years ago in the 
neighborhood of the Baltic sea, where 
the gum which exuded from. their 
bark accumulated in such quantities 
that it has supplied the markets of 
the world with amber since the most 
ancient times. The ancient Greeks 
got their supply from there and the 
merchants of Venice during the 
Middle Ages made regular annual 
trips to the Baltic for cargoes of 
amber. 

Until recently no other way of ob- 
taining amber was known than to 
gather such pieces of it as were 
thrown upon theshore in stormy 
weather or to dive for it. But today 
there are great amber mines in the 
region of the Baltic, which are 
worked day and night all the year 
around. The deposits of the fossil 
gum extend from the very shore of 
the sea to about a quarter of a mile 
inland. To keep the water out of 
the mines, which are below the sea 
level, pumping has to be kept up all 
the time.—interview in Washington 
Star.
